Ten years ago the b3nk started send­ 
ing mobile blood units to Marin County 
to accept donations. 
Just two months 
ago, a new blood center v.as opened in 
Marin, on San Rafael's Fourth Street, to 
tie us even more close!;’ to the program. 
Our hospitals arc among 57 in the 
eight counties served with whole blood 
and 10 blood derivatives by the Irwin 
organization.

General Pauses To Save Own Men 


So They May Live To See Victory 


NEW YORK 4iPli — Heath 
lay waiting around the corner 
on the road to Palermo 
It was just 18 years ago this 
week that the Americans and 
British landed in Sicily. It was 
a bright, brief, bitter, dusty 
campaign 
that 
in 30 days 
broke the Axis airpowcr in 
the 
eactern 
Mediterranean 
and gave the Allies a steppin'* 
stone to Italy. 
The Batt!f’ of Sicily has 
long been swallowed up in 
the larger events of World 
War II The public may re­ 
member it for only two foul- 
ups—an angry Gen. Patton 
slapping a private to startle 
him out. of shellshock, the 
shooting down by the 1 
S. 
Navy of more than a score of 
our own paratroop-laden air­ 
craft 
Each man who fought there, 
of course, has his own mem­ 
ories: The smell of the un­ 
buried dead in the bombed 
ruins, the shimmering heal, 
the sweet taste of watermel­ 
ons plucked warm from the 
vines, weeping Sicilian women 
as the long lines of Ilalian sol­ 
diers walked or rode cheer­ 
fully into surrender, glad to 
be out of a war they didn’t 
want to be in, the pinch-faced 
children's hands held out for 
bread.

TO RUN OR NOT TO RUN 
Governor Race Poses 


Dilemma For Nixon

LOS ANGELES — Losing 
the presidential election solv­ 
ed no problems for former 
Vice President 
Richard M. 
Nixon. He is now faced with 
one of the most difficult de­ 
cisions of his life. 


Equally compelling consid­ 
erations seem to dictate that 
he should, or should not. chal­ 
lenge Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown in the 1962 California 
governorship election. Nixon 
has yet to make a decision on 
the race and will probably not 
do so until the end of the year. 


Nixon’s choice will be all- 
important for his future, for 
it will doubtless determine 
whether he finds himself pro­ 
pelled toward another presi­ 
dential nomination — or con­ 
signed to political oblivion. 
His dilemma is that he has 
something to gain— or lose— 
either by running or by not 
running. 


HERE ARE SOME of Ihe 
chief reasons he might decide 
to run: 


Incumbency of an import­ 
ant office is essential to a man 
who wishes to remain in the 
public eye. The governorship 
of California, which will soon 
overtake New York as the 
most heavily populated state, 
would be ideal for this pur­ 
pose. 


The 
California 
governor­ 
ship would give Nixon the 
ideal forum from which to 
assert leadership of the na­ 
tional Republican Party. More­ 
over. if he pledged to serve a 
full 
four-year 
term 
when 
first elected in 1962. he could 
not he forced to accept the 
1964 GOP presidential nomi­ 
nation — a 
nomination 
he 
would not wrant if President 
Kennedy were very strong po­ 
litically at the time. 
Nixon has pledged to do all 
he can *o revitalize the Cali­ 
fornia Republican Partv and 
lead it to victory in 1962. The 
best way to lead the party 
would be to head the ticket 
himself. 


REASONS FOR Nixon no t 
to run a ppea r to be just a s 
compelling: 
He might be defea ted by 


Brown, thus losing his lead­ 
ership role both in California 
and in the national Republi­ 
can Party and probably end­ 
ing any hopes for another Re­ 
publican presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
Nixon is known to feel that 
if he ran for governor, he 
would have to promise the 
voters of California that he 
w'ould serve a full term and 
not simply use the governor­ 
ship as a stepping stone to the 
White House. But by making 
such a promise, Nixon would 
exclude himself from the run­ 
ning for the 1964 presidential 
nomination — a nomination 
which could he a most invit­ 
ing prize if Kennedy’s pres­ 
tige and popularity were low 
at the time. 


Members of the liberal wing 
of the Democratic Party — es­ 
pecially in Southern Califor­ 
nia— continue 
their 
strong, 
unrelenting 
antagonism 
to­ 
ward Nixon, and could be ex­ 
pected to campaign especially 
hard for Browm if Nixon wrcre 
the R e p u b l i c a n nominee. 
Some 
California 
Democrats 
told CQ they would do all they 
could to prevent Nixon from 
ever holding high public of­ 
fice again. 


Democrats control the Cali­ 
fornia legislature, making it 
difficult for a Republican gov­ 
ernor to make a record for 
himself. 
Nixon’s specialty is foreign 
relations; 
b e i n g governor 
would give him less time to 
keep up with such matters. 


DESPITE THE serious risks, 
most California observers feel 
Nixon will finally decide to 
make the 1962 governorship 
race.

LOS ANG ELES —- Losing 
the presidential election solv­ 
ed no problems for former 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon. He is now faced with 
one of the most difficult de­ 
cisions of his life. 


Equally compelling consid­ 
erations seem to dictate that 
he should, or should not, chal­ 
lenge Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown in the 1962 California 
governorship election. Nixon 
has yet to make a decision on 
the race and will probably not 
do so until the end of the year. 


Nixon’s choice will be all- 
important for his future, for 
it will doubtless determine 
whether he finds himself pro­ 
pelled toward another presi­ 
dential nomination — or con­ 
signed to political oblivion. 
His dilemma is that he has 
something to gain—or lose— 
either by running or by not 
running. 


HERE ARE SOME of the 
chief reasons he might decide 
to run: 


Incumbency of an import­ 
ant office is essential to a man 
w'ho wishes to remain in the 
public eye. The governorship 
of California, which will soon 
overtake New York as the 
most heavily populated state, 
w'ould be ideal for this pur­ 
pose.

Sir Francis Drake Boulevard. 
In the north part of the val­ 
ley the civic center will be 
built and in the east a high 
school. The plan calls for two 
more fire stations in addition 
to the one now at Woodacre. 
The other two would be in 
Forest Knolls Village and on 
the ridge overlooking the south 
part of the valley. 
Sewage disposal under th e 
new plan would be by individu­ 
al systems. All lots are to be at 
least one quarter of an acre, 
and have one house and room 
for clearance and set back. All 
improvements are to be “con­ 
structed with minimum grad­ 
ing or removal of trees and 
natural ground cover,” says the 
plan.

Master Plan Presented 


The Las Gallinas Valley Mas­ 
te r Plan was presented yester­ 
day to the Marin County Plan­ 
ning Commission. 
It will have a continued hear­ 
ing July 24 and Aug. 7. 
Because the area includes 
the 
proposed 
Marin 
County 
Civic 
Center, 
the 
plan 
has 
urged that tourist accommoda­ 
tions be constructed in the 
community. 
Recreation facilities for the 
valley will be the proposed 
county fairgrounds. Small park 
areas would be provided at 
elem entary school sites. 
All building “within the 
environment” of the civic 
ecnter will have to be “com­ 
plimentary” to that environ­ 
ment, says the plan. It recom­ 
mends that an ordinance pro­ 
vide that every application 
for construction in the area 
be submitted to the county 
planning commission. 
The plan provides for two 
roads between Terra Linda and 
Gallinas Valley that won’t con­ 
tact Highway 101. One road will 
be Freitas Parkway to Ranch- 
itos Road to North San Pedro 
Road, through the Highway 101 


underpass. The other road will 
be Freitas Parkway over the 
Terra 
Linda 
interchange 
to 
North San Pedro Road. 
The plan states that more 
than 50 per cent of area for 
singles family residential has 
been 
developed. The vacant 
lands are the north slope of 
Puerto Suello ridge and 200 
acres of marshland between 
Gallinas Creek and the rail­ 
road. 
It is recommended in the 
plan that area along Merrvdale 
Road north of San Pedro Road 
be a “ planned residential dis­ 
trict,” and that access to Mer- 
rydale Road be prohibited. 
Most of the rem ainder of the 
plan falls within that of the 
county m aster plan.
